To Succeed Senator Gorman as 
Leader of Democrats in Senate, 



Judge B. F. Hill, of Henry county, 
has formally announced his candidacy 
for Congress from the Seventh district. 
Judge Hill is the presiding Judge of 
the County Court. He has long been 
prominent in politics, and is a brilliant 
writer, having made a wide reputation 
as the former editor of the Henry 
County Local. 



The Democrats of the United States 
Senate will meet in caucus on Saturday 
or Monday, and in all probability Sena- 
tor J. C. S. Blackburn, of Kentucky, 
will be elected the Democratic leader 
to succeed the late Senator Gorman, of 
Maryland. This decision, it is under- 
stood, has been practically reached by 
the leading Democrats in the upper 
branch of Congress. The death of 
Senator Gorman leaves a vacancy as 
Chairman of the Democratic Caucus, 
which carries with it the floor leader- 
ship. 

It is a long time since the leadership 
of the Democratic party in the Senate 
has been held by a Kentuckian. Henry 
Clay led a minority there and John C. 
Breckinridge in the capacity of Vice 
President presided over the Senate. 
Thompson, Crittenden, Beck and Car- 
lisle were great Senators, but none of 
them was technically the leader of the 
Democratic party on the floor of the 
.Senate, a position shortly to be assum- 
I d by Senator Blackburn.

They Are Easily Chilled and Easily 
Become Too Ripe. 

“You would not believe how tender 
these bananas are,” said a banana 
man the other day. “They are more 
tender than eggs. They will chill, in 
fact, at 52 degrees— that is, the green 
ones, while the ripe ones will stand a 
somewhat lower temperature. 

“A chilled banana never ripens. 

While green a banana will bleed when 
bruised, exuding a juice approaching 
the color of the fruit when it is ripen- 
ed. Under the influence of cold this 
sap becomes chilled and dried, and the 
life is out of the banana. After that 
it breaks like a stick and is of about as 
much value as a stick for the purpose 
for which bananas are usually bought. 

“From the time the bananas are tak- 
en green from the trees till they are 
sent out by the wholesalers in a condi- 
tion approaching ripeness, a period of 
nearly a month elapses. At the Cen- 
tral American plantations they are 
loaded on big scow's by negroes, poled 
out to fruit steamers and carried up to 
New Orleans. They are unloaded also 
by negroes, who carry the bunches to 
the scales before placing them on the 
cars. The whole load, negro, bananas, 
and all, is weighed and the African 
weight deducted. The produce men j 
buy the bananas by weight in New' Or- I 
leans, though they sell them by the ; 
bunch here. From the time they leave j 
the plantation till they are loaded on i 
the fruit train is usually a period of 
about four or five days. 

“A messenger w'ho know’s bananas ‘ 

‘from the stalk to the tarantula’ ae- I 
companies each train. He rides in the i 
caboose, and be watches those bananas ! 
as a setting hen guards her eggs, j 
The temperature in the car when they j 
are loaded is usually from GO to 70 
degrees. Seventy, in fact, is a trifle j 
too w’arm. The messenger is between 1 
tw’o fires all the time, or, to put it more i 
accurately, he is between heat and I 
frost all the time. At 52 degrees the ! 
green bananas will chill, while a slight- i 
ly lower temperature will absolutely 
ruin them. If a temperature of 70 or \ 
over be maintained throughout the i 
journey of about fourteen days from ! 

New* Orleans to the northwest, the j 
fruit will arrive too soft and ripe and ! 
will very likely be worthless before it ! 
can reach the hands of the retailer. 

“The fruit should reach here in a 
green condition, so as to require a few i 
days iu the ripening room before being 
placed on sale. This is a little room at | 
the rear of the commission house in | 
w'hicli the bananas are placed after 1 
their arrival. Tberp an attempt is 
made to reproduce the warm, humid i 
conditions of the Central American 
plantation. This effect is furnished by 
a little gas stove kept burning part of 
the time, over which is placed a pan of 
water to form the steam. 

“Three to five days under these con- 
ditions usually place the fruit in shape 
to show to the retailer, w’ho comes 
along the street with bis eye peeled for 
the bright yellow color of the ripened 
bananas. 

“For northern shipment the bananas 
are sent out in an unripe condition, j 
wrapped in heavy mauila paper, be- 
sides the straw wrapping, which is de- 
signed to protect them from bruising 
when sent out to the local trade. Some 
varieties are totally unsuited to north- 
ern shipment, as they would ripen too 
soon and be unfit for use before they 
reached the northern market. 

“It is a remarkable fact in the case 
of ripened bananas that, though the 
cold will turn the skins a dark copper 
brown, giving them a repulsive appear- 
ance, the quality of the fruit, as far as 
flavor is concerned, is unimpaired. Not- 
withstanding this fact, the darkening 
of the color spoils their sale in the mar- 
ket, as they ‘don’t look good’ to the 
uninitiated, and it is the outsider, after 
all, and not the commission man who 
eats them ” — Seattle Post-Intelligencer.

— While Kentucky 
tobacco grower are having their own 
trouble with the tobacco trust, figures 
just furnished to the Department of 
State showiner the revenues of tobacco 
trusts and government monopolies in 
other countries. In Australia there is 
a tobacco trusts which last year had a 
revenue of $7,000,000, with a popula- 
tion of 4,000,000. There are now six 
factories as against nine before the 
combine, but the operatives have in- 
creased 12 per cent, with an increase 
of wages. The revenue per pound is 
64 cents, the revenue per capita $1.69£, 
and the average wages per hour 12.4 
cents. In France, Austria and Italy 
tobacco is a government monopoly, and, 
though it may seem strange,|the people 
fare worse under this system than in 
Australia under the trusts. The 
revenue per pound in France is 75 cents, 
in Italy 90 cents, and in Austria 32 
cents, while the average wage per hour 
as compared with Australia’s 12.4 cents 
is only 4 cents in France, a fraction 
over three cents in Austria, and 3 cents 
in Italy. From these figures it would 
seem that those countries having a 
government monopoly, have their to- 
bacco troubles, a* well as Kentucky. 

Now that Congress is in its last 
weeks, the regular scanning of the field 
for the large issues of the next session 
is going on. Having dealt with one 
means of transportation this year— that 
is, the railroads — it seems certain that 
next year will see a demand for legis- 
lation concerning another means, that, 
navigable stream all over the country. 
The is a growing feeling that the 
government should have an important 
and active part in developing the 
waterways of the country, and the en- 
thusiasm with which the efforts of the 
National Rivers and Harbors Congress 
to this end have met indicate that this 
feeling will bear fruit. Such improve- 
ments as this Congress is working for 
would be of great value to Kentucky 
in developing the river commerce of 
not only the Ohio and Mississippi, but 
also of tributary streams within the 
State. There seems to be a general 
recognition of the fact that a broad 
policy on the part of the national 
government in dealing with this subject 
will occupy a prominent position in the 
business of the next Congress, which 
like its predecessor, will thus deal with 
the question of transportation, but with 
a constructive method. 



While the rate bill has lost the cen- 
ter of thee Congressional stage, it has 
! by no means retired into the wings. 
There is considerable interest mani- 
fested in just what changes the con- 
ference committee of the Senate and 
House will make in the measure, it is 
not believed that these changes will 
1 affect it vitally. The exposures made 
at Kansas City, Philadelphia and in 
other places of gross violations of the 
rebate laws prove that the real virtue 
of prohibiting these transportation 
abuses. As the Senate has incorporat- 
ed in the Hepburn bill the most strin- 
gent anti-rebate provisions, making 
libel to fine and imprisonment both 
the shipper accepting or soliciting such 
a rebate and the carrier granting it, 
j the end of transportation abuses has 
I come, provided the law is strictly en- 
! forced. With a logical rate-making 
! power vested in the Commission to- 
I gether with provision for a comprehen- 
sive court review, there remains noth- 
ing in the bill for the conferees to fall 
out over, except a few minor points 
that easily can be arranged. 

This is to be no “billion dollar” Con- 
gress. It is estimated now that when 
adjournment comes the expenditures 
that will have been authorized will be 
a little in excess of $650,000,000. Rep- 
resentative Tawney, chairman of the 
House Committee on Appropriations 
has taken up the role dropped by 
Speaker Cannon of “watchdog of the 
Treasury.” Early in the session he 
started in cutting appropriations to the 
bone and as a result the total budget 
will not exceed the amount mentioned 
unless the Senate votes some increases. 
The only increase of any magnitude 
made by the upper branch thus far has 
been in the naval bill, the appropria- 
tion being raised by $2,461,037. 

Exit the “immunity bath” for cor- 
poration. The Senate Committee on 
Judiciary has reported favorably on 
the Knox bill, only a few minor amend- 
ments having been suggested. The bill 
makes provision for immunity from 
prosecution only to any “natural per- 
son” who, in obedience to a subpoena, 
shall give testimony under oath, or 
produce evidence, documentary or 
otherwise, under oath before officers of 
the government. It will be remember- 
ed that the beef packers escaped heavy 
penaltis on the plea that they were im- 
munce because they freely gave to 
Commissioner Garfield the information 
on which their prosecution was based, 
and that the commissioner had promis- 
ed them that he would not use the evi- 
dence in a court of law. Now that this 
shield for corporation cupidity is re- 
moved the officials of the goverment 
will have plainer sailing. 

The government lighthouse authori- 
ties are about to undertake a series of 
interesting experiments with sub- 
marine signalling, which, if successful, 
will prove of vast benefit to shipping. 



. Beginning at noon June 1, submarine 
. bells will sounded day and night from 
five different lightships in the vicinity 
of New York and Boston. Master of 
vessels equipped with apparatus for 
catching submarine signals have been 
requested to fill in details of the con- 
dition under which signals are inter- 
cepted, giving the condition of the sea, 
the state of the tide and winds and the 
distance for the lightship signalling. 
From this data the lighthouse board 
expects to’compile important rules that 
will reduce submarine signalling to an 
exact science. As auxiliary to the 
wireless telegraph this underwater sys- 
tem of communication will be of im- 
mense value in warming ships of com- 
ing storms and receiving distress sig- 
nals on she re. 

It remained for an ordinary, everday 
city policeman to unearth a band of 
counterfeiters this week almost within 
sight of the Treasurer and directly un- 
der the eye of the Secret Service 
Agents. The men were Italians, pos- 
ing as workmen on the new union sta- 
tion, and they worked at odd hours 
turning out spurious coin. The police 
raided the cabin of the men, and cap- 
tured them and their paraphernalia.

AMERICA SAYS “NO.” 

Reds Will Not Be Admitted. Or 
If Discovered Here Will Be 
Deported. 

Whether, if England and the Conti- 
nental powers combine to deprive anar- 
chists of any asylum abroad, they 
might find one in this country, was an- 
swered with an emphatic “No.” Ac- 
cording to Assistant Commissioner of 
Immigration Joseph Murray, the pres- 
ent laws, if enforced, are entirely ade- 
quate to keep anarchists out of this 
country. It is arrested, however, that 
closer watch can be kept on anarchists 
already here than is the general im- 
pression in Europe. 

Dispatches from London suggested a 
possible crusade against the anarchists 
of England with the possibility that 
such action might result in an anar- 
chistic immigration to America. “Any 
such immigration of anarchists could 
be checked the minute we learned of 
it,” said said Assistant fCommissioner 
Murray yesterday. “The present laws 
are certainly effective enough to com- 
pel the deportation of anarchists when- 
ever they land in thi3 country. The 
general impression thatjthefpossession 
of sufficient money will entitle an an- 
archist to come into the United States 
is wrong. 

“No alien is admitted if it appears 
to the board of inquiry at Ellis Island 
fiat he is liable to become a public 
charge, to become an inmate of public 
insttutions, as an insane asylum or a 
prison, or is undesirable generally. 
An anarchist can, of course, be depor'- 
ei under this provision. 

“Moreover, the immigration laws 
provide that any anarchist can be de- 
ported solely because he is an anar- 
chist.”

SUBTERRANEAN RIVERS 



Yucatan's Only Streams Flow Be- 
neath Coral Rock. 

There are no streams in Yucatan 
which flow above the ground, but the 
whole peninsula is one vast table of 
coral rock and beneath it are immense 
sheets of fresh water, with regular 
though ill defined tides and currents. 

Along the coasts these subterranean 
waters are quite near the surface, but 
iu the interior, where the calcareous 
layer is of great thickness, the waters 
are low down. At intervals they break 
into caverns formed by earthquakes by 
pressure of their own force or by the 
infiltration of surface water into the 
natural grottoes of the coral rock and 
wherever the water can be reached, 
whether through artificial pits or by 
the operations of nature, the place is 
called a cenote. There are a great 
many of them scattered all over Yuca- 
tan, and those near Merida are utilized 
as public bathhouses, affording most 
refreshing resorts. 

Centuries ago the Indians marked the 
courses of the subterranean rivers by 
heaps of stones and always built their 
cities close by the water caves, as their 
ruins show, and it is interesting to note 
to this day all the civilized centers of 
Yucatan have arisen around these nat- 
ural reservoirs. There are many forms 
of conotes. When the water flows at 
a slight depth and the calcareous layer 
has been only partially eaten away 
there follows an irregular sinking, 
which forms a cave, opening from side 
to side, blit when the crust is thicker 
and the underground stream lias a reg- 
ular course the soil is generally cor- 
roded in a circular space and tUe vault 
thus formed, lacking support, falls in, 
making an immense open wall. Often 
the crust is so deep that the soft parts 
only crumble down, leaving a small 
aperture toward the topi fashioning a 
real grotto, with stalactites and stalag- 
mites galore. Again, it happens that 
the crust is exceedingly thick, when a 
colossal subterranean passage, like a 
tunnel. Is formed. In short, all the 
variations which an undisturbed 
stream may produce in a friable soil 
by the silent work of ages may be here 
witnessed. The cenote of which I 
write is a natural cavern nearly fifty 
feet deep, broken down at one side, 
thus forming a gigantic arch. Within

Holds Regular Monthly Meeting.

The Bourbon Fiscal Court held its 
regular monthly meetingWednesday and 
transacted considerable routine busi- 
ness. The full membership of the 
court was present, with Judge Dundon 
presiding. 

The report of Road Supervisor Claude 
Redmon was read and approved.. The 
Supervisor was allowed the sum of $1,- 
000 for construction and repair work 
during the month of June. 

Claims to the amount of $5,251.02 
were allowed. The following orders were 
passed : 

Requiring the Road Supervisor to re- 
pair and make safe the bridge at Paris 
Distilling Co., on Paris & North Middle- 
town pike. 

That the County Attorney draw a 
deed in favor of Jerry Sullivan, of 
Centreville, for the old toll house near 
that place, and collect the purchase 
price, which was $250. 

That a committee be appointed to de- 
vise means and methods to ditch the 
turnpikes of the county, to purchase 
appliances and employ men and teams 
to prosecute the work. 

The committee appointed to adjust 
differences between the county and 
Mr. Wm. Tarr for the construction of 
the Tarr pike settled upon the basis of 
balance of $100, which was ordered 
paid to Mr. Tarr. The J mile of pike 
was then turned over to county. 

The committee appointed to inquire 
into whether or not the county had the 
power to appoint a janitor for theCourt 
House and pay for telephones in the 
offices of the county officials, reported 
that upon the advice of the County At- 
torney it was the duty of the court to 
employ and pay a janitor to care for 
the building ; that the Court had the 
power to pay for the telephones now in 
use in the various offices. The Com- 
mittee then recommended that the 
telephones be taken out. The recom- 
mendation was approved by a three 
to four vote.

LOOK AFTER MOLE HILLS— 

MOUNTAINS DON’T WORRY THEM. 

The Fiscal Court was in session Wednesday and the action taken by that 
august body on a few iittle things were enough to make Maud “hee-haw” for 
the balance of the summer. For instance, a committee, composed of 'Squires 
Hokpins and Thomason, was appointed to inevstigate whether the county had 
any right to pay for the telephones in the county offices in the Court House. 
In the afternoon the committee filed its report, accompanied by a written 
opinion of County Attomly Moore, stating that by the law the county had the 
power to furnish telephones in each office, but that the committee recommend- 
ed them taken out. The vote was put on the adoption of the report and result- 
ed as follows : 

For taking telephones out— 'Squires Howell, Thomason, Hopkins, Ander- 
son. Against— 'Sqires Mann, Barlow, Keller. 'Squire Claybrook refused to 
vote. The County Judge then said out gees the telephones, it saves the county 
$300 a year. 

Yes, gentlemen, it saves the county the paltry sum of $300 a year but you 
surely forgot what you were doing, you were slapping the country people in 
the face and putting them to all kinds of inconvenience by voting to exclude 
the phones from the county offices. Ain’t it a fact now, that you thought you 
were discommmoding the town people when you voted to have them removed. 

We are informed though that one of the magistrates on the committee* said 
he was a county officer and he had to pay for two phones in his residence and 
the county officers in the Court House ought to do the same. 

In this day the telephone is a necessity, it is a great saver of time. In 
this instance many of the farmers will loose many a day’s work by having" to 
come to town to consult with a county official on some important business, 
whereas he^could have attended to it over the 'phone from his home in five 
minutes. 

Hee-haw ! laughs Maud ; to save $300 per year for the county ! It is like 
not noticing mountains as you drive by but every little mole hill is attacked 
with a vengeance. 

'Squire Mann, by the way, made a motion for the county to pay for the 
lighting of the court house clock. He looked beseechingly for a second ts his 
motion but didn’t find it. One magistrate said that’s for the town people, let 
the city pay for it. He was reminded by 'Squire Mann that Paris was in the 
county and that the citizens of Paris pay one-fourth of all the county taxes. 
It’s the truth, some of these Magistrates don’t really know that Paris is a part 
of Bourbon county. Ain’t it a shame? Why we don’t ask you farmers to 
pay to keep up our good greets that you cut into with your heavy loaded wagons, 
or don’t object to you driving your cattle up Main street when you could just 
as easy take one of the back streets. In fact, we know you live in Bourbon and 
are always glad to see you when you come to town. Now when we say “farm- 
ers” above, we really mean the farmer Magistrates, and we do wish that the 
real farmers will notify their respective Magistrates that Paris is in Bourbon 
county, and that the map shows it.

'the street oiling question. 

The people have been clamoring for the streets to be oiled for several 
months, thinking perhaps, they were going to get one of the greatest luxuries 
for nothing— that is human nature. Mayor O’Brien went to work and 
had the Council to purchase an oiling wagon and the oil. He figured the cost 
as close as it could be figured and placed the cost of oiling at 5 cents per lineal 
foot in front of your property, which by the way is cheaper than it wuld cost 
to sprinkle with water daily. There is no law that will allow Mayor O’Brien 
to have the streets of Paris oiled free of charge, he cannot have the Council to 
levy a tax for this unless Jhe violated his oath of office, and by this time the 
| people of Paris have found out that he is not going to do this. It would cost 
the city between $ 8,000 and $ 10,000 a year to oil all the streets. The arrange- 
ments that Mayor O’Brien has worked out in regard to this matter we think is 
commendable to him, and are fair and just. 

However, we only find our citizens here and there are complying with the 
oiling proposition. This wont do unless everybody has the oiling done. On one 
square you will find the oil in front of one house half way across the street, 
no oil on the opposite side ; then several houses will be passed, no oil in front of 
them, etc., etc. 

Figure this matter out for yourself and you will readily see 'that Jit is 

cheaper than water, that is if you want the dust laid, and who under |the sun 
prefers dust to the small amount it costs to have the oil. The city is oiling the 
side streets and in front of the churches free. Let us have an up-to-date and 
uniform looking town. Those who are refusing to have the oiling done should 
take a second thought about the matter, and when they do will seethe error 
their way. 

We would suggest that some one in each neighborhood take the matter up, 
have measurements made and collect the monej for same and hand to the Major 
and let him do the rest. It is impossible for him to make a house to house can- 
vas in order to do the work and collect the money, so if you really want the 
streets oiled get Jousy and do as the Mayor stated in the papers.
